WAS IT SUICIDE OR 


CASE OF MURDER. 


A 


Body of H. Allaire of 
Fruitvale 


Found in Golden Gate Park— 


He Was a Forger. 


,' I/owe for liquor, forgery, bitter re- 
mom, and death by suicide are the 
tragic elements entering into the- life 
•of H. Allaire, a local insurance man, 
•who yesterday came to a lonely and 
miserable deafch in Golden Gate Park 
Jn San Francisco 'by his cnvn hand. 


Owing to the ususua.1 circumstances 


accompanying the death the polire of 
San Francisco first pronounced it a- 
case of murder and proceeded on that 
theory. But in the light of subsequent 
developments on this side of the bay 
there does not seem to be much uues- 
tlon but that the fear of disgrace and 
exposure drove the dead man to his 
death. 


HE WAS A FORGER. 


He forged the name of A. H. Pratt, 


one of his best friends, and the local 
manager of the Equitable Life Insur- 
ance Company, to a check for a paltry 
95. This weighed on his mind and 
plunged him, according to his frionds, 
Into the deepest despondency 
from 


;whlch !ae was never aroused from and 
-which terminated in bis seeking a 
lonely spot in Golden Gate Park and 
there putting an end to his existence, 
•by sending a bullet through his brain 
and also by taking the precaution, of 
swallowing a phial of morphine. 
To 


add to the pathos>'-of the tragedy, the 
deceased leave* a wife to whom he 
•was much devoted; and three children, 
all of whom reside in Fruitvale. 


LEFT THE RAILROAD. 


A year and a. half ago Allaire left 


th» employ of the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
He had been the private 


secretary for E. O. McCormick and 
Vice-President Stubtp and entered the 
employ of Mr. Pratt.'.;-who le the Oak- 
land head of the Equitable Life In- 
burance Company. 


By his brilliant work Allaire soon 


gained the confidence of his employ- 
ers and was placed ina position of 
«•• and was placed Jin a position of 
to better his condition, he fell from, the 
path of duty and permitted himself 
to become enslaved to tha charms of 
-the bottle. 


This was the beginning of his down- 


Tall. 
To gratify his appetite for li- 


quor he is alleged to have abused the 
confidence of his friend,on several oc- 
caelons. The forging of the check of 
$5.00 was but an incident to his other 
acts. For the. last tea days it "was 
noticed that he was unusually de- 
spondent but nothing was thought of 
the matter by those who knew him. 
On Monday morning he left his home 
In Fruitvale and that was the last 
seen of him by his family. He appear- 
ed 
at the offices of the Insurance 


Company but did not remain'long. He 
•was «een again by friends on Tuesday 
evening but that is the last known of 
him until he was found dead in Gold- 
en Gate Park with a bullet hole In his 
head and a bottle of morphine lying 
along side of him. 


BODY FOUND. 


He was found by W. F. Horton 


who resides at 1335 Baker street, San 
IiYanclsco. The body was lying about 
160 yards from the life saving stntion 
near the railroad track. 


When the police arrived on the scene 


the first thing to attract their atten- 
tion was the fact that there was no 


pltTtol near the 
dead man. although 


th<>re was a bullet hole In his head. It 
WPs this Incident that immediately sug- 
gested the murder theory. The wound 
WBS directly over the temple and would 
onllnarlly be termed instantly fatal. 
It would have apparently been impos- 
sil ie for any one after having received 
su-'h a wound to have walked any 
considerable dis'tance. 


The police 
made a very careful 


search of the Immediate vicinity but 
thc-re was nothing in the way of fire- 
arms discovered. Bo strongly was mur- 
der suspected that an investigation was 
immediately ordered and the city chem- 
ist Instructed to mak« an analysis of 
the etomach to ascertain Whether or 
not any morphine had been taken Into 
th" stomach. 


Kven though the autopsy should re- 


veal the presence of' morphine In the 
stomach It Is argued that this would 
not explain the fact that there was a 
bullet -wound In the head which had 
bei'n Inflicted apparently by some one 
else than the dead man. This Is a point 
in the opinion of the police which will 
be hard to overcome despite the pre- 
sumption of suicide.

HOW 
HE FORGED. 


•AVhen seen this morning by a TRIB- 


UNE reporter. A. H. Pratt of the In- 
sui ance Company for which the de- 
ceased worked was very reluctant to 
talk. He refused to give the time that 
the peculations of Allaire had 
cov- 


ered or how much the amount was. 


"The forgery Is a matter of public 


record" said Mr. Pratt "and that can 
be easily obtained so I do not mind 
tel'dng you this incident. 
On March 


2G Allaire forged my name to a check 
for $5 which he passed on M. Medin. 
When the check was presented to the 
Central Bank It was pronounced a for- 
gery. After that I did not see Allaire. 
This was merely an incident to other 
acts that he had committed. He was a 
brilliant man and it was only drink 
thtit stood in his way of making a sue- j 
COK3 of life. 
I swore to the warrant : 


asking for his arrest after he was dead, j 
Had I known that, I would never have 
done so. 


"I believe that the dead should be 


lef'. alone. It was not my purpose to 
prosecute 
him particularly on this 


charge but I thought that he had left 
the State and was running away. I 
wi:;hed him to clear up certain things 
and for that reason swore to the com- 
plnint. 
I do not know whether he 


committed suicifle or not. 
In 
San 


Fr.-mcisco there is a class of people 
•who will hold you up and kill you for 
a twenty-five cent piece. He had some 
little money on him when he left. As 
none was found on him when he was 
discovered this tends to the belief that 
he may have been murdered. 
I will 


not be ready to believe that he corn- 
mil ted suicide until it is proven." 


The family of the deceased resides in 


Fntitvale and comprises a wife and 
three children. There are two daugh- 
ters aged 17 and 14 respectively and a I 
gon aged six. 
They are left in prac- I 


tically destitute circumstances.

so huddled together that the majority

rank could not reach the Sikhs, who hfid 
fixed bayonets, while the men 
in the 


middle of the mob could not reach tho 
enemy, but many of them p-obably killed 
each other in the mad excrement. 


The scene recalled old time fights in 


cockpits, the grim, determined faces of 
the Thibetans, lighted- 
with

savagery, expressing contempt, for the 
Sikhs, whom they outnumbered; six or 
seven to one. 


When the 1'Hassa general fired the 


first shot, the 
Thibetans with wild 


shouts drew their swordF. nrfid their 
matchlocks and surged forward. 


About a dozen swordsmen made a 


desperate attempt In the direction of j 
Colonel MacDonald and a small knot of 
officers. 


Four Thibetans attacked Mr. Cand- 


ler, the correspondent of the Ix>nclon 
Mail, but Colonel MaeDomld seized a 
rifle and shot down tivo of them at a 
few yards and another officer killed 
the other two, thus saving- Mr. Chand- 
ler's life. 


Those,of the Thibetans who tried to 


climb the wall were met with a terrible 
magazine fire, but they dH not falter, 
those behind springing ovi'-r the heaps j 
of dead and continuing tha fight ur.til 
riddled with bullets.

When finally the Thibetans retired 


they tramped back slowly rind steadily 
though followed by a hall of bullets. 
A mountain battery was brought Into 
action and tore the retreating lines 
with shrapnel. 


A terrible 
trail of dead and dying 


marked the 'line'of march. 


At length the last wounded and limp- 


ing Thlbeca'n turned the rorner some 
400 yards from the scene of the grim 
tragedy where the best of .the Thibetan 
army had perished.

pital. 


MIRA-CLiLOUS ESCAPE. 


It Is considered 
almost 
miraculous 
that the seven persona 
In 
question 


were not all killed, because, In the col- 
lision, the automobile, while traveling 
with full power, struck from the rear a 
buggy going in the same direction and 
containing two women, scattering it in 
fragments, throwing out 
the 
women 


and then flying through, the air Itself 
for a distance of forty feet and over- 
turning against the curb and burying 
the five occupants beneath it. 


HASTEN TO RESCUE. 


As soon as possible the injured were 


cared for, those in the 
buggy 
being 
taken to Elmhurst and those in the 
automobile to Fruitvole. 


THE VICTIMS. 


The passengers in the auto car were 


George Whittell Jr. and his chauffeur, 
whose name is unknown, who occu- 
pied the two front seats'of the ve- 
hicle, and Billy Otts, 
a 
boxer, who, 


with Miss Alice Day and Miss Lois 
Henry occupied the three rear seats 
of the automobile, all of San 
Fran- 
cisco. 


The victims.in the buggy were Miss 


Nancy Neal and Miss Harriet A. Keal, 
unmarried women who reside on Grand 
avenue, near the foothills, Elmhurst, 
aged respectively 50 and 65 years of 
age, 


' THE INJURIES. 


Whittell ana Otts sustained 
badly 


sprained ankles, Miss Henry was bad- 
ly shaken up and bruised, while Miss 
Day sustained a fracture of the right 
hip, a gash of several inches on the 
brow which required several stitches 
and internal injuries, the outcome ot 
which cannot at this time be antici- 
pated. 


SISTERS UNCONSCIOUS. 


Miss Nancy Neal sustained a ner- 
vous shock and some painful bruises. 
Her sister" Harriett suffered similarly 
with the addition of a fracture of the 
left collar bone. 
Both were 
thrown 


a number of feet through the air and 
became unconscious. 


THRONG ASSEMBLES. 


The crash of the collision brought a 


number of people to the scene who 
Immediately set to work to rescue 
ihose who were beneath the automo- 
bile and to provide for the comfort 
of the Misses Neal. These latter wo- 
men 
were placed on Car 151 of the 


Haywards line, in charge of Conduct- 
or Batchelder and Motorman Grar.z- 
bach and taken to Gray's drug store 
at Elmhurst. 
Dr. W. F. Lynch at- 


tended them, dressing Miss Harriett's 
fracture, and finally sending the sis- 
ters to their home on Grand avenue. 
Messrs. Whittell, Otis and 
Misses 
Henry and Day were carried on a 
west-bound ciu- In charge ot Conductor 
Gus Lachuna and Motorman Fisher 
and taken to Warren's drug store at 
the corner of East Fourteenth street 
and Fruitvale avenue. 


MISS DAY'S TREATMENT.' 


Miss Day was unconscious and had to 
be borne into the'store. Dr. J. H. Cal- 
len was summoned, but when he saw 
the young woman's condition, he de- 
cided to remove her to his home, sev- 
eral hundred feet away, at 1266 Fruit- 
vale avenue. 
The doctor and Consta- 


ble Carroll of Fruitvale started to car- 
ry the young woman thither but final- 
ly piaced her in a carriage nnd drove 
her to the doctor's abode, where 
th'j 


doctor did all that ooi Id be done to re- 
lieve her pain. 


BACK TO THi: WRECK. 


As soon as Miss D; y was resting as 


calmly as could be e-cpected, Whittell 
and Otts returned to the scene of the 
wreck and found the automobile

Dach told his employer a few days 


before that he had. no 
money, 
al- 


though one of the pockets was- cut 
from his trousers and two pockets in 
an overcoat hanging on the wall were 
turned Inside out. 


A man against whom some suspicion 


had been directed because 
he 
was 


missing was shown today to' have dis- 
appeared several days before 
Dach's 


death. ' 


Several of the byst: r.ders then sum- 


moned Constable Cra ner of Elmhurst, 
who appeared on th< scene and kept 
wstch of events. 


GOING TO REI'AIR SHOP. 


'When Whittell a.nd Otts appeared at 


the wreck they found imong the crowd 
E. R. Patterson, who i uns a repair shop 
on the San Leandro road, about two 
miles west of the seer e of the accident, 
and to him Whittell turned' over the 
machine until further notice. 


I N J U R E D CAR. 


Patterson towed th ; wrecked car to 


his shop and spent 
"• wo hours in the 


work .because the steering device was 
crippled, the front a :el was 
shifted, 


the 
sparking 
appar; tus was ruined, 


the connections on :he engine were 
twisted, the water-cooling 
appliance 


was'battered and ths sideboard, up- 
holstery and backlnj 
were, 
ruined. 


The repairs will cost several hundred 
dollars. 
The machine had : run about 


two years, but cost $12,000 and was 
made in Paris.

Wnlttell and Otts, o x the other- hand, 
declare tho speed of ine automobil-2 di-I 
not exceed 15 miles ai hour, tho latter 
asserting that that si eefl could nut be 
exceeded because of tl e rough condition 
of the road. This latt< r statement cause 
the people along the -oad tcj amlia be- 
cause there Is not a smoother rond In 
the country than that There the accident 
happened.

MISS NEAL'S STORY. 


There seems to*hav"'- been no witness 
to the causualty, save the vtct'.ms, and 
tlv.; Misses Xeals' st< ry will not slicd 
light on the subject, because they ad- 
mit they do not know how it happeneO. 
in speaking of it Mis; Nancy Ncai ealJ 
to a TRIBUNE reporKr: 
"My sister and mys 'if were returning 
home from. Oakland. 
J don't know what 
happened. I was sitti ig on the driver's 
side. I was driving. Ply sister was next 
to me. She was moM hurt. I do not 
know what happened. When, I came to, 
I.was In the drug sto e."

The ex- 
planation Is that in order to bring the manufacture of all kinds of wine un- 
der the control of the Internal Revenue Department, and also to make the 
desired measure constitutional, it was found needful to place a nominal 
tuc upon pure wine. This tax, however, In so light It would be no burden to 
the makers of pure wine, and the benefits they would receive from the im- 
position of the prohibitive taxes laid by this measure upon adulterated or 
•purlous -wine would far more than i-ompensate them for the slight revenue 
derived by the government from the taxation of pure wine, A like plan has 
been adopted successfully with relation to oleomargarine, for the protection 
of the dairy Interests and the public. The uncolored butter substitute escapes 
•with but a nominal tax, while that which is tinted to resemble fresh butter 
must pay a heavy tax that li; practically prohibitive. 


" "It was explained at the- meetinf: on Saturday last by Professor E. H. 


Twlght of Berkeley that the chief object of the measure was to put a stop to 
the practice—which, he said, was more common in the East than in Califor- 
nia—of refermenting pomace.

which is called new, is can -as em- 
broidery, but It Is really one of the old- 
est feminine occupations, 
There Is a 


difference, however, in the 
-Jnds of 
materials used and the result produc- 
ed, although the principle Terrains the 
same. In the old days, when t \is work 
was popular, there was only me kind 
of canvas to select from, and yarn 
was used., exclusively for wor ting the 
patterns.

of the requirements for the Rhodes Ox- 
ford Scholarship now seem Imperative. 
Stipulations laid down by the Rhodes 
trustees are proving too much and at 
the University of California at le;ist 
they are bound to suffer more or Ifss 
change. To ask that a man shall have 
the necessary scholastic, social .ath- 
letic and moral qualifications combined, 
that are now laid down in the sugges- 
tions sent out to the different col- 
leges Is requiring almost an impos^i- 
blllty. Very few men at Berkeley know 
enough of Greek and Latin to p.-iss 
the Oxford" reaponslons or matricula- 
tion examinations. 


Generally such classical students (ire 
not notable as athletes. 
They may or 
may not be student leaders. 
It wilt 


be hard to find one man Ir. the whole 
University who can fill the bill. 


This point has been noticed and tak- 
en advantage of by a number of grad- 
uates and out of the seven men who 
have announced their candidacy for the 
coveted scholarship, a majority ure 
alumni of. from two to three years' 
standing-. This preponderence of grad- 
uates applying for the plum is signifi- 
cant.

Our 


country today needs more men and 
women who can work, nnd less of those 
who theorize and rarely realize." It is 
apparent that the president does not 
l'e»l the certainty that domestic ser- 
vice is degrading that the superintend- 
ent does,

or boy hasn't 


mlr.d enough to be a clerk, sfenogra.- 
pher or teaohor. why not take domes- 
tic service instead? 


Mr. F. W. Job, secretary of the Chi- 


cago Employers' Association, oays that 
"the women are qtiito as bad In union 
matters as 
the 
men. 
Take, for in- 


stance. n strike which occurred in the 
plow works at Springfield. 
The union 


men left an.l non-union workmen were 
put in their places. 
Violence was ap- 


prehended, and tho employers carried 
the non-union workmen home in closed 
cars. 
Some of the wives nnd female 


friends of ih<< strikers got in the cars 
on the plea, of wauling to ride, and af- 
ter they were well on their way went 
for the non-union men with their hat 
pins. They ean-.e near killing one man 
whom they struck too near the heart."
